CLIMATE AND SPEECH. 


l a f t L a n g u a g e a n d T r o p ic a l W e a th e r 
Seem to Go T ogeth er. 
Gutturals predominate In Norway 
and llussla, wherdfcs far to the south­ 
ward In sunny Italy there Is a profu­ 
sion of such euphonious names as Pa­ 
lermo, Verona, Campobello, etc. Even 
In the British isles, covering so few de­ 
grees of latitude, there is a marked 
difference between the “bur” of the 
highlander and the soft speech of the 
native of southern England. 
A theory which may partly account 
for these climatic effects Is based 
upon the contrast of the stillness which 
usually pervades southern lands with 
the stormy inquietude of northern 
countries. 
Cloudless skies for months 
at a time characterize the climates of 
Italy, while a firmament entirely free 
from clouds Is rare In Norway. 
It requires, of course, greater effort 
to be heard In the regions which are 
swept by winds and storms than in 
still 
southern 
latitudes, and to 
be 
heard distinctly amid the noise and 
confusion of the elements words must 
be used whidh contain many conso­ 
nants. 
Among the inhabitants of more trop­ 
ical climes the tendency is toward 
soft and musical cadence, and travel­ 
ers relate that In regions In South 
America, such as Peru and Venezuela, 
where atmospheric 
disturbances are 
rare, the natives almost chant the 
phrases of salutation.—London Satur­ 
day Review.

I have gone Into a field in Uganda 
and there foynd one of our women at 
work with a hoe, writes a missionary 
sister in Donahoe’s. I asked her where 
her baby Marla was, and she pointed 
to a spot at some distance where the 
banana trees were thick. 
I walked 
under the shade, and In vain I sought 
the in fan t 
The mother was greatly 
amused and urged me to search fur­ 
ther, assuring me that the little one 
was not far away and was fast asleep. 
I had to "give up,” so the mother took 
me by the hand and led me to a bit of 
bark cloth on the ground. Under this 
rag was the crown of the baby’s head, 
while the body was In a hole deep 
enough for the feet to rest on the 
ground. To my surprise and expostu­ 
lations she said In her own language: 
“This Is a good custom. 
When a 
Uganda woman goes to hoe It Is not 
good for her baby to lie asleep on the 
ground, as it might Injure itself by 
rolling, or, If It awoke, It might crawl 
away. Therefore we make a hole like 
this and line It with soft, clean leaves 
and put our baby safely Into It so that 
it can neither crawl out nor roll away, 
and we know exactly where to find It 
when we come from the fields.” 
She 
said It was perfectly safe from wild 
beasts, because It was midday.

Washington 
Letter. 


(From Our Regular CorrespoDdent.) 


Washington D. O., March 3, 1906. 
1 Almost to a certainty, the Philip- 
pines'w lll'have to wait another ses­ 
sion for ta riff' legislation which the 
secretary of war and the bureau of 
insular affairs has declared absolute­ 
ly necessary for their 
commerical 
development. 
The Payne tariff' bill 
has been killed in com mittee in the 
senate, and while it is a ’possibility 
that it may be called up by the chair­ 
man on resolution on the floor, this 
course is not oonsidered likely. 
The 
vote in the com m ittee is said to have 
been six to seven. 
What show the 
bill would have should it get before 
the senate is questionable. 
It passed 
the house by an alm ost unanimous 
vote, but there was foreboding then 
that something would happen to it in 
the senate, and it isjpossible^that the 
opponents of th e 'jo in t stateho8d bill 
will take hearty from] this defeat of 
the tariff measure as indicating that 
their friends 
have 
“ delivered the 
goods,” oh the tariff question, and 
the com bination will work equally 
well on the statehood proposition. 
If the action of the senate committee 
also means the death of the joint 
statehood 
bill, 
many 
people will 
think the discom fiture of the island­ 
ers was a cheap price to pay for it. 
The statehood bill has been politics, 
and sm all politics at that, from the 
start. 
There would be many dry eyes 
over the demise of the measure. 
As 
to the Payne bill, it may be well to 
reoall that it provided for free trade 
with the islands except in the case of 
tobacoo, rice and sugar. 
These were 
to be adm itted at 25 per cent, of the 
Dingley rates whereas they now pay 
75 per cent. 
I t was claim ed by the 
opponents of the measure that its 
passage would mean imm ediate and 
immense developm ent of the three 
orops named with the result of k ill­ 
ing these industries in the United 
States. 
Consequently the bill has 
been fought bitterly by the sugar, 
tobacco and rioe interests, which are 
all very powerful. 
Whether the fore­ 
bodings they expressed 
were 
well 
founded, will rem ain a mystery for 
some tim e to come, but the officials 
who had studied the problem ou the 
ground declared such fears unfounded 
and said that the passage of the bill 
would merely mean a general impetus 
to trade between this country and the 
archipelago and would never flood 
the United States with cheap sugar, 
rice and tobacco. 
Senator 
Doliver 
has 
come 
out 
strongly for the unamended Hepburn 
rate bill in the senate despite the fact 
that that senator Tillm an is in charge 
f the measure. 
The 
whole rate 
situation is so beautifully and hope­ 
lessly mixed th a t it is hard to say 
what the result 
will be when the 
smoke of oratory clears away. JBut it 
looks as 
though 
the 
question of 
judicial review would be tacked on 
to the bill and 
there m ight be a 
couple of other 
com paiativeiy un­ 
im portant 
am endments. 
President 
Roosevelt has expressed him self as 
satisfied with the am endments pro­ 
posed, and if he is not nobody thinks 
be will hesitate muoh at confiding his 
views to the senate. 
He claim s now 
as heretofore that all be wants is 
action, and he will not stand out on 
either verbiage or political effect. He 
was much interested in the fate of 
the Payne bill and said frankly that 
it ought to pass. 
But if there is any 
really vicious 
tam pering with the 
rate bill, the W hite House may be 
relied on to make itself actively u n ­ 
pleasant. 
And ju st bow unpleasant 
it can be on occasion, the present 
congress has not run the risk of find­ 
ing out. 
If you really want to defeat the 
live stock transportation bill that is 
about ready to be reported from the 
bouse com mittee, take a suggestion. 
Do not waste 
tim e in w riting to 
“ your 
congressm an.” The obances 
are that the letter will go into the 
waste basket with nine-tenths of the 
other mail th at his secretary opens 
and he never sees. 
Rather go to the 
lieutenants, who are 
looking after 
his “ fences” in your own district 
and impress on them that unpleasant 
things will happen if be does not 
line up on the side of hum anity when 
the bill comes to a vote on the floor 
of the house. 
The bill in qaestion, 
wbicbjis being strongly fought by the 
Humane sooiety and rightly so, will 
allow the transportation of livestock 
on the railroads for th irty six hours 
without food or water. 
The secretary 
of agriculture, who oomes 
from a 
cattle state aDd should know better, 
has been won over bv the live stock- 
shippers and says he is convinced the 
cattle will suffer Jess on the longer 
run tbau through being hustled in 
and out of the cars to be watered and 
fed every twenty eight hours or less. 
Twenty eight hours is the lim it of 
starvation now allowed by law, but 
the 
cattle men want it extended, 
while the 
humane 
society 
wants 
either to have it shortened or at least 
to let it rem ain stationary. 
It looks 
now as though the bill to prolong the 
sufferings of the 
cattle 
would be 
favorably reported, and the only way 
to kill it will be on tbe floor of the 
bouse. 
Congressmen enough will be 
found to kill it if they are properly 
impressed. 
And tbe way to impress 
them is by bringing persistent in ­ 
fluence to bear on tbe men who look 
after their fences at home. 
That is 
the way a voter can most readily 
make bis influence really felt.

MISCELLANY 


Reported weekly for the Legder. 


Living Lam ps.—Deep W ells.—The 
Hum an E ngine’s W ork.—Rain 
and 
Tree-rings.—Longevity and the Will. 
—Animals Classified by Eyes.—Con­ 
quest of B ritain.—Powdered Oxygen­ 
ated W ater.—FJy-Worms in the Eyes. 
—Cooking by Cold. 


Considering the phosphorescence of 
marine 
animals, 
Prof. 
M cIntosh 
states that the light is produced by 
four distinct methods, viz: (1) By 
special cells secreting phosphorescent 
m ucus; (2) by special cells that are 
phosphorescent w ithout any visible 
secretion; 
(3) by 
ordinary tissue 
under nervous action; and (4) by 
bacteria. 
The entire absence of heat 
is the most striking feature. 
Though 
the light of the firefly is cold, to pro­ 
duce it by the usual processes—except 
the Geisaler tube—would require a 
tem perature approaching2000degrees; 
and it is this rem arkable economy of 
energy in nature that leads to the 
hope of greater efficiency in artificial 
lighting. 
Data respecting 48 wells or borings 
more than 4000 feet deep are collected 
by an 
American 
hydrologist. 
Of 
these the Transvaal has 24; United 
States 10; Germany, 6; Queensland, 6; 
New South Wales, 1; South Australia, 
1. 
The deepest a re : Paruschowitz, 
Upper Silesia, Germany, 6,572.6 feet; 
Sohladebaoh, Germany, 5,735; Springs 
near Johannesburg, Transvaal, 5,582; 
West Elizabeth, Pa., 5,575; Doornk- 
loof, Transvaal, 5,560; Aleppo Pa., 
5,322 feet. 
The daily work of a grown man has 
been found by a French physiologist 
to be about 0.47 horse-power hour. 
He calculates that 250 workmen at 3 
francs per day, or a 
total of 750 
francs, would yield 100 horse-power, 
which would be supplied by horses at 
a cost of 60 francs and by gas motor 
for 3.50 francs. 
A close relation between 
rainfall 
and tree-growth has been shown by 
Prof. E. E. Bogue, of Lansing Mioh. 
A fall of 30 to 35 inobes gave a width 
of ring of 0.11 to 0.15 inches, and an 
abnorm ally large or small rainfall 
affected the tree growth of the follow­ 
ing year. 
Life is not only what we make it, 
but its length depends very largely 
upon ourselves. 
A French psycholo­ 
gist, Jean Finot, urges that a most 
im portant means of prolonging it is 
auto-suggestion, or will power. 
He 
states that the possible life span can 
be shown tbeoietically to reach 150 
or even 200 years, and that practically 
it is muoh greater than is usually im ­ 
agined. 
Old age oomes prem aturely 
through abuse of auto-suggestion by 
ioss ot confidence in our 
strength 
and powers. 
It is pre em inently es­ 
sential that we keep cheerful and 
hopeful, banishing depressing thoughts 
of the shortness of tim e and of human 
frailties, that we rem ain active, and 
that we make rational use of tbe 
functional 
organs. 
S tatistics 
show 
that the critical period ot old age is 
actually between 80 and 85 after which 
probabilities favor reaching or exceed­ 
ing the century mark. 
New evidence in evolution—making 
necessary, certain changes in zoologi­ 
cal classification—has been found in 
the eyes of anim als by Dr. Lindsay 
Johnson, the B ritish ophtbalm ogist. 
A most rem arkable result is con 
firm ation of D arw in’s theory by the 
fact that the eyes of man and of all 
apes are practically identical, each 
having the highly complex system of 
veins and arteries and the direct or 
parallel vision. 
In going down the 
anim al scale, the eye gets further and 
further from parallel 
vision. 
The 
dog is found to have two ancestors in 
the round-eyed hyena and the oval­ 
eyed bear, though the raccoon, tbe 
hare and other anim als exposed to 
pursuit can see all around and all the 
rodentia squint. The ophthalmoscope 
proves the horse to be related to the 
camel and other tropical animals, its 
puzzling eye-pigment being the same, 
with the evident funotion of protect­ 
ing from sunlight. 
In the 33 years ending with 1900 
England lost from the wearing away 
of its coasts 41,378 acres, estim ated 
in the report of the surveys to have a 
value of 85,000,000. 
As the gain from 
new land deposited has been deduct­ 
ed, the total denudation was con­ 
siderably greater. 
What 
may 
be called powder of 
hydrogen peroxide, 
or oxygenated 
water, is an interesting 
discovery 
claimed by M. Joubert, 
a French 
medical mac. 
Tbe substance is per­ 
borate of soda, and when placed in 
water it yields a solution having all 
of the properties of free and chem ­ 
ically pure oxygenated water and all 
of those of borate of soda. 
It can be 
preserved indefinitely iu the form of 
powder. 
Tbe solution is affirmed to 
Hll the place of the nun-poisonous 
and oderiess oxygenated water as an 
antiseptic, and to be free from tbe 
occasional irritating acidity of that 
much used antiseptic. It also serves 
in tbe place of oxygenated water for 
arresting nasal and other hem orrh­ 
ages. 
Destruotion cf 
the 
eyesight 
by 
worms is the singular case recorded 
in France by M. J. Cloquet. 
An old 
man fell asleep, when tbe bad odor 
from his body attracted flies, which 
laid eggs iu great num ber under bis 
eyelids, on bis cheeks, and ou other 
parts of his body. 
The eggs pro­ 
duced larvae in a few days. 
These- 


soon caused abscesses, and when the 
man sought aid at a hospital a large 
quantity 
of 
worms 
was removed. 
These had 
produced 
blindness by 
perforating the eyes. 
Experim ents with meat in liquid 
air and vegetables in cold of less 
degree have shown effects very like 
those of cooking. 
Potatoes that had 
been 
frozen 
were 
found ’by Dr. 
Ephraim 
C utter 
to be 
shrunken, 
lim p, soft, elastic and sw eet-tasting 
and be concludes* that they m ight be 
safely eaten. 
Onions, cranberries 
and squashes were sim ilarly ohanged. 
Tested with 
copper 
sulphate, the 
frozen vegetables gave the reaotion 
for cooked food, but some of the 
starch grains polarized light while 
cooking by heat destroys polariza­ 
tion. 
The investigation of a German physi­ 
cist has shown tbe so-called ether to 
have about 
the same 
density 
as 
electrons, 
and be 
concludes that 
these 
ultra-atom ic 
particles 
may 
makes up 
the 
inconceivably thin 
atmosphere of space.

In Struggling Cuba. 


From Salinas index. 
D uring the Cuban revolution ail 
my father’s family except myself were 
strong supporters of tbe Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Indeed, my father, Senor 
Em ilio Cardenas, was so open in hi6 
advocacy of the Spanish cause tbal 
the revolutionists vowed in case they 
ever came into possession of his ha­ 
cienda they would barn the buildings. 
It was a sad day when 1 bade good by 
to my mother to join tbe Caban rab­ 
ble that called themselves an army. 
The saddest parting of all was with 
Señorita M argarita Echarte, tbe gov­ 
erness of my little brothers and sis­ 
ters.

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Drives out blood impurities. 
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Revise the Schedule. 


The Ledger has at different times 
urged a revision 
of the 
printing 
schedule, as adopted by the board of 
supervisors nearly ten years ago, and 
continued in force from year to year 
ever 
since. 
This 
schedule, 
even, 
when originally adopted, was vague 
and uniutelligable in several ways, 
ft is also very incom plete and un ­ 
satisfactory, 
both from the stand­ 
point of the local printers and the 
county. 
We have therofore on more 
than one occasion urged its th o r­ 
ough revision, as a protection to the 
county treasury, and also to bring it 
to up-to-date requirem ents. 
A t one 
tim e we filed a w ritten request to this 
offect with the clerk of the board, 
still nothing was done. 
We again feel it a duty on our part 
to urge 
this 
m atter, 
the urgent 
necessity for which has been brought 
to our notice accidentally. 
The fact 
that UDder 
the 
existing 
financial 
methods, the 
item ized bills, after 
being allowed, and paid, are stowed 
away iu the vaults of the treasurer’s 
office, tends to prevent detection and 
exposure of overcharges. Unless some 
inkling is had from outside sources, 
these bills are not investigated after 
they reach their burial place in the 
vaults named, if anyone wants to see a 
particular bill, he can do so by per­ 
sonal application to the treasurer for 
the particular bill required. But this 
is rarely done. 
The assum ption is 
that the bills are reasonable, other­ 
wise they would not be allowed by 
the supervisors. 
Where the charges 
are supposed to be governed by a 
schedule fixed 
by the board, this 
assum ption becomes 
stronger, 
and 
seldom indeed is any effort made to 
look “ behind the retu rn s.” 
Now, we have been informed, and 
ere this we should have settled the 
m atter by personal investigation had 
it not been for the fact that the 
treasurer is sick aud unable to attend 
his office, that the county has for 
a long tim e past paid at the rate ot 
four and five cents apiece for the 
blanks upon which are made out the 
claim s against the county. 
A large 
num ber of these 
blanks are used 
every year, 
and they can be and 
doubtless are ordered in lots of more 
than a thousand at a time, 
it must 
strike any ordinary business man that 
such a price for billheads m ust be 
an extraordinary charge. 
Billheads 
for a m ercantile firm can be had at 
85 per thousand. 
Why the county 
should pay eight tim es th at price for 
its “ blanks” is beyond our compre 
hension. 
We havh no hesitation in 
saying that blanks fully as service­ 
able and covering all legal require 
ments could be secured by the county 
at the same cost. 
This class of work 
is not specifically 
covered by the 
schedule rates, and hence the oppor 
tuuif.y for over charge. 
There are 
many other things in the printing 
line left out of the schedule list, and 
therefore liable to out-of-sight rates, 
it not closely watched. 
We do not 
object to good stiff prices tor work 
not included iu 
the 
regular list, 
especially if the rates specified in 
the schedule are iu several respeots 
exceedingly low. 
But that list, in 
justice to 
the taxpayers ought to 
include every class of printing re ­ 
quired in the regular routine of the 
county’s business. 
Because it does 
not do this, but leaves vast gaps to 
be filled at the caprice of the printer, 
and to pass m uster before the board, 
the members of which are not conver­ 
sant enough with 
such m atters to 
detect the jokers, we again ask that 
the printing rates be reestablished 
on a more satisfactory basis—a basis 
that will be just to the county and 
at the same tim e shut out outrageous 
charges. 


The sóbeme of joint statehood for 
New Mexico and Arizona was defeated 
in the United States senate. 
The 
proposition concerning those te rri­ 
tories was sim ply stricken from the 
bill. 
It leaves the territories just 
where they 
were 
before, and has 
undoubtedly deferred their entrance 
as separate states for many years to 
come. 
But that is far preferable to 
the distasteful union proposed. 
The 
people of Arizona went wild with 
jubilation when the 
defeat of the 
unseemly alliance was flashed over 
the wires.

Candidates for town offices who are 
to be voted for on A pril 9th, may be 
nom inated by the petition of electors. 
The petition 
m ust be 
signed by 
qualified voters ot the town equal in 
num ber to three per cent, of votes 
cast at the last m unicipal election. 
One of the signers m ust certify to 
the other signatures. 
The petition be filed with the town 
clerk before the 20th day of March. 
Blanks may be obtained from the 
clerk. 
Registration for the m unicipal elec­ 
tion closes on the 15th day of March 
for all who were not registered at the 
last general election. 
The old regist­ 
er will be used for the coming town 
election, together with a supplem ent 
containing the names of new voters.

The Kev. C. R W inning last Sun­ 
day evening 
discussed the churoh 
problem —the indifference th at p re ­ 
vails in regard to churoh work, and 
the remedies therefor—as viewed from 
the public standpoint. 
The previous 
week he subm itted to a num ber of 
representative 
men 
of 
Jackson— 
editors, lawyers, 
doctors, officials, 
etc., a list of seven questions, which 
they were requested to answer, giving 
their caudid views on the propositions, 
which answers formed the theme of 
his evening’s discourse. 
These questions and replies are as 
follows: 
1. 
As you see it, of what beDeflt to 
our com m unity are our ohurches? 
Answers.— E ditor—“ They 
have a 
wholesome moral influence, especially 
upon the m inds of the young.” 
City father.—I think the churohes 
are beneficial in 
th at 
they cause 
people to assemble together frequent­ 
ly, and thus get better 
acquainted 
with each other, and thus get the 
benefit of an exchange of ideas, be­ 
sides cultivating a closer friendship 
to each other. 
M ining m an.—They are the founda­ 
tion and 
moral 
support, 
without 
which our com m unity cannot pro­ 
gress. 
County offioial.—At 
the 
present 
tim e they are but a beckoning finger 
held up to warn us, and endeavor to 
lead our 
wavering 
steps into the 
straight and narrow path, and us it 
is said that, “ a constant dropping 
weareth away the stone,” so in tim e 
will the churches 
and oburoh in ­ 
fluence be a hand stretched forth to 
grasp and to hold us from the path of 
ev il.” 
Another 
official.—“ Beneficial be­ 
cause of the moral 
lessous taught 
th erein .” 
A nother.—“ They are 
oue of the 
great factors in our com m unity for 
its advancem ent.” 
City official.—“ As 
a believer 
in 
the universality of good, I cannot 
doubt that the churches are of some 
benefit, else they would not be. 
If 
nothing else, they are a nucleus for 
future growth, a power for good, in 
posse. ” 
A lawyer.—“ Churches 
are 
good 
civilizers, give employment to many 
persons, exert a wholesome restraint 
upon the natural tendenoy of the an­ 
imal man. A little more literal hell 
fire should be preached, as the great 
masses of m ankind can only be made 
good by fear.” 
P hysician.—“ The. church is a body 
of Christians, collectively, a congreg­ 
ation of faithful men to whom the 
pure word of God is preached, morals 
taught, charity and benevolence fost­ 
ered, 
sorrows 
assuaged, 
disturbed 
minds pacified, fears of impending 
danger m itigated and allayed, serenity 
and peace to despairing spirits estab­ 
lished by faith in Jesus Christ, our 
savior and redeem er.” 
Question 2.—Are the churches in 
your opinion accom plishing the work, 
which you think they should aooomp- 
lish? 
Answers—“ 1 th in k not. 
Many of 
the dogmas of the church are not 
acoepted by the masses, and do not 
count as a power of restraint upon the 
hnman passions.” 
“ Positively no; there is lack of 
faith in the lessons subm itted and a 
want of snfflcieut interest therein to 
excite inquiry and investigation.” 
“ They are not dom g all they should 
do. 
They do not as a body practice 
the charity they preach, as many of 
the fraternal orders d o .” 
“ No, because they have not yet be­ 
come sufficiently emancipated from 
the Darrowness of the old school of 
religious thought and because of in ­ 
efficient business m anagem ent.” 
“ Not to the extent that we should 
like; since the the antagonistic forces 
are very strong." 
Question 3.—Is 
our 
com munity 
growing better or worse? 
Answers—“ There is a steady im ­ 
provem ent.” 
“ Both socially and m orally our 
com m unity is growing b etter.” 
“ 1 have not been able to notice a D y 
great change in the morals of the 
com m unity for the last ten years.” 
“ Our com m unity is the same as it 
has been for the last ten years.” 
A m ining man answers: 
“ The com­ 
m unity could be improved 
if 
the 
parents of the children would take 
the interest in them th at they should. 
Parents should set an example for 
the rising generation.” 
“ I believe on the whole our com­ 
m unity is growing better, socially 
as well as m orally.” 
“ Decidedly, it is growing better. 
I cannot believe in anything less than 
progress. 
This world knows no such 
thing as retrogression." 
Question 4.—What is the most pro­ 
lific source ot evil in Amador county? 
Anwser—Five attribute it mainly 
to indulgence in intoxicating liquor, 
and the num ber of saloons. 
One answers: 
"G reed of wealth, 
position and pleasure.” 


Another 
replies, 
“ the 
drifting 
population, non-enforcem ent of law, 
and evils incident to a m ining com­ 
munity. 
An official 
says: 
“ Intellectual 
apathy is the greatest deterrent of 
progress. 
Question 5—Gan 
you 
suggest 
a 
remedy for 
the 
evils 
iu Amador 
county? 
To this a physician answers: R e­ 
strict the concessions of dispensing 
liquor, and a healthier moral tone 
and more positive self-respect will 
follow. 
The m ining man answers: 
“ High 
license would suppress many of the 
deadfalls which are now a menace to 
our young men and women. 
A strict 
enforcement of the law relating to 
the sale of 
liquors and gambling. 
Officers are 
needed, 
who are not 
afraid of offending some man who is 
too iazy to work, and hence runs a 
gin m ill.” 
Another says: “ Law enforcement 
is the rem edy" 
A county offioial answers: “ Have 
more attractive homes, 
and better 
home influence. 
A constant watchful 
care over the young, and the attend­ 
ance 
of 
the 
parents 
with 
their 
children in 
all public gatherings. 
Increased interest in education, and 
the consequent 
betterm ent of our 
educational in stitu tio n s.” 
County offioials: “ S trict enforce­ 
ment of household regulations, and 
more m arriages.” 
Lawyer—“ A rigid moral home will, 
as a rule arise, generally speaking, a 
fam ily of industrious sons and dau­ 
ghters—each of which will tend to 
the increased self-respect of the com­ 
m unity.” 
E ditor—“ Careful home training of 
the children at an early age, when 
life habits are In process of form a­ 
tion, providing 
forms of innocent 
amusem ent as they grow 
older to 
counteract 
the 
tendency 
of 
the 
saloons in this respect.” 
City official—“ Keep everlasting at 
It. 
Endeavor to perfect the know­ 
ledge we have, and teaoh what we 
learn to others. 
Education 
means 
strength aud character, and through 
character we earn salvation.” 
Lawyer—Visit your neighbors ofien, 
extend the right hand of fellowship 
to people of all religious denom ina­ 
tions, say your prayers m orning and 
evening in the right spirit, pay your 
pastors a good living salary (turkeys 
and yellow-legged chiokens thrown 
in) and there will be a great social 
and moral reform ation.” 
Question 6. —What causes the seem­ 
ing indifference to social and moral 
reform, and why is so little interest 
taken in church work? 
Answer — E ditor — ‘ ‘ L a c k 
of 
proper 
training of 
the 
children. 
Also a decline of faith in doctrinal 
teachings, not in the moral principles 
of Christianity, which are universally 
accepted as correct. ” 
Educator gives as an explanation— 
“ The class of people we have to deal 
with is largely of foreign extraction, 
and when they come here they get 
into easy 
and careless 
ways, and 
many of them are illite ra te .” 
County officer—“ 1 can account for 
the indifference in no other way than 
as the result ot our 
cosmopolitan 
population, whose customs in their 
countries in relation to the manner 
of passing the Sabbath differs so far 
from ours. 
Also business hours are 
so long and the duties so cdnfiuiDg 
that the people yield to the desire 
for outdoor freedom on the day of 
rest.” 
City official—The reason so little 
interest is taken in church work is 
owing to the general impression that 
the ohurch members as a rule do not 
follow the advice they give. 
They 
fail to obey the biblical injunction. 
“ Love thy neighbors as 
thyself.” 
This is especially noticeable in the 
fact that the 
different church or­ 
ganizations do 
not 
fraternize 
to ­ 
gether and work in harmony for the 
general good. 
In fact, it is seldom 
that they are willing to worship in 
the same building or preach from 
the same pulpit. ” 
County officer—Individual fear of 
criticism . 
Physician — The 
com m unity 
has 
been torn asunder by recent events 
in church circles, and church circles 
have not yet found their norm ality; 
but tim e and tact will overcome this 
deplorable condition, aud the pews 
of our places of worship will be filled 
again. 
City official—“ What we need is an 
up-to-dateness 
in 
the 
church —a 
living in touch with the sp irit of 
the present, appealing to the minds 
as well as the em otions of the people. 
If the church would do more preach­ 
ing to itself and less to the ones out­ 
side the pale, 
it would be batter 
equipped to accom plish its w ork.” 
M ining Man—“ The fraternal organ­ 
izations, the whislf clubs and the pro­

Alec Kier owns and runs the wagon

shop here, and is 
doing a good business, as he is a first 
class mechanic, and is up-to-dafe in 
all his work. 
He has also a paint 
shop, which is often used as a dance 
ball, and many are the good times 
that are had by the lovers ot music 
aud dancing. 
Peterson Bros, are running a store 
here, also the post office and express 
office, and are also freight and ticKet 
agents. 
John Morrow 13 proprietor 
and manager of the Wallace saloon, 
and being a man of wide experience 
in this line of business knows how 
fo treat a custom er, aud can mix 
drinks to suit a queen’s taste. 
It was here on the 15th of last 
December the 
w riter made a rich 
discovery of gold, on his lot at a 
depth of 12 feet, where the bedrock, 
or 
more 
properly 
speaking. 
Java 
form ation was encountered. 
On the 
25th of December 1 took three pans of 
gravel from the bottom of the shaft, 
which yielded $15.35 of the yellow 
metal. 
This find created quite an 
excitem ent in the town, and a number 
of holes have 
besn 
sunk 
by lot 
owners, but so far only two or three 
parties have been lucky enough to 
strike it. 
The pay gravel varies in thickness 
from one to three feet, and is ot a 
cement nature and very hard; conse­ 
quently the work of extracting it is 
very slow, which is done by drifting. 
J. C. Esmond has a good claim on 
his place in the eastern part of town. 
Mr Esmond has taken as high as 83.40 
from his claim to the pan. 
A Mr Rolle has leased 1 acre of 
ground from Mrs Russell, adjoining 
town, for the purpose of prospecting. 
He has started five holes, 
but has 
only been able to reach the lava in 
one or two of them, owing to the 
great am ount of surface water he has 
to contend with. 
The land in and 
around th e . town is so flat it makes 
draining it impossible. 
Bo on this 
account further prospecting is sus­ 
pended for a time, but when the rains 
cease this surface water will soon 
disappear, and then propsecting will 
be resumed. 
The coming of summer 
will probably set many a pick and 
shovel to work, and the opinion is a 
uumber of rich strikes will be made.

Nevada’s Desert Country. 


• Tonopah is 6000 Goldfleld 5500, and 
the Bullfrog region from 3500 to 4000 
feet above.sea level. 
The climate 
of Goldfleld is mnch the same as that 
at Puebio, Colorado, except that the 
rainfall is less In Nevada. 
The sum­ 
mits ot the mountain rauges are rare­ 
ly more thaq 2000 or 3000 feet above 
the surrounding deserts. 
Inyo coun­ 
ty, California, is different, being re­ 
markable for deep valleys and precip­ 
itous mountains. 
Tne altitude of 
Owens lake is 8857 feet,and the Sierra 
Nevada range, a 
few miles 
west, 
reaches an elevation of 14,500 feet 
above sea level. 
The Panamint peaks 
rise to 11,000 feet, while Death valley, 
opposite these peaks and bat a few 
miles oast, is below sea level. On the 
west the Panamint valley is 11,00 feet 
above tide, while Saline and Bntte 
valleys are not far from sea level. 
Roughly speaking, 600 feet in eleva­ 
tion is equivalent to one degree in 
latitude; moreover, a deep valley has 
not the circulation of air that prevails 
on the table lands. Hence this Is a re­ 
gion of extremes of wind and calm, 
heat and cold, both diurnal and an­ 
nual. 
The storms of winter seem to 
blow through one and to take all 
warmth away; yet on a summer day, 
without any shade, down in one of 
these dead valleys, protected by high 
mountains from the prevailing winds, 
it is hotter than any other part of the 
American continent. 
The maximum 
temperature at Fnrnaoe creek ranch, 
in Death valley, is said by those who 
live there to be 127 degees F. The ex­

My father, says a writer In Black­ 
wood's Magazine, had no end of anec­ 
dotes about our ancestors, parts of 
which I remember, though I was only a 
schoolroom child of under fourteen 
when I heard him relating them.

One story that 
Impressed me very much was related 
to account for the origin of the Clan 
MacIntyre. A party of Macdonells on 
one occasion were out In a boat when 
a knot of wood sprang out, causing a 
serious leak, whereupon one of the par­ 
ty stuck In bis finger to fill the bole 
and then cut It off with his dlrk, thus 
saving the life of the whole party.

Accordingly the two young men 
started In two boats for the land In 
question. One of them, seeing that he 
was losing the race, when near the 
shore pulled out his dlrk, cut off his 
hand and threw it on land, thus estab­ 
lishing his right to the property, as his 
flesh and blood had touched It first. 


SL A V E R Y IN ENGLAND.

In 1772 slavery was declared by the 
judges to be contrary to the law of 
England. 
But during the years Im­ 
mediately preceding this date slaves 
were commonly sold In England. 
In 
the previous year a Birmingham paper 
advertised 
for 
sale “a 
negro boy, 
sound, healthy and of mild disposi­ 
tion,” while In the same year another 
paper records (and condemns) the sale 
a short time previously at Richmond 
of a negro boy for £32. 
This Is be­ 
lieved to have been the last actual sale 
of a slave that took place In England. 
White slavery was very common In 
the English colonies In the seventeenth 
century. Cromwell seized Irish boys, 
girls and women “by the thousand” 
and “sold them In the slave markets 
of Barbados,” as may be 6een in num­ 
berless places In the state papers of the 
period. He treated some of his royalist 
opponents In England and Scotland In 
the some way. 
A similar fate befell 
many of the supporters of Monmouth’s 
rebellion in the west of England. 
In 
the latter case, as Macaulay tells us, 
the ladles of the court, Including the 
queen, made large profits on the sales. 
—London Standard.

Senator Morgan has had an active 
life. 
He w as born at Athens, Tonn., 
June 20, 1824, and with his parents 
went to Alabama when he was nine 
years old. H e was adm itted to the bar 
of Alabama In 1S45; was a Presiden­ 
tial elector in 1SGO for the State at 
large and voted for Breckinridge and 
Lane; was a delegate In 1SG1 from 
Dallas county to the State convention 
which passed the ordinance of secess­ 
ion; joined the Confederate arm y in 
1801 as a private in the Cahaba Rifles, 
and when th at company w as assign­ 
ed to the Fifth 
Alabama regiment 
John Morgan was elected a m ajor and 
later lieut-coloncl cf the re-im ent. 
H e w as commissioned a colonel in 
1862 and Taised the fifty-first Alabama 
regiment, and came out of the w ar a 
brigadier-general 
in command of an 
Alabama brigade.

A Jesuit of Pennsylvania the Invent­ 
or of a New W ireless Telegrapn 
System . 
Father Joseph Murgas of Wilkes- 
Barre, Pennsylvania, expects, within 
the next month or two to be able to 
send wireless messages to Europe bj 
means of his new system which is 
now In practical operation. 
Since the completion of the aerial 
wireless system and its development 
to 
its 
present stage of 
perfection 
Father Murgas has been experiment­ 
ing 
w ith 
an 
underground 
service 
which he believes will be more valu­ 
able than the aerial system. 
H is ex­ 
periments so far have been limited 
to short distances with moderate elec­ 
trical power and shallow holes. 
But 
he is now completing underground 
stations In Wilkes-Barre and Scran 
ton and will conduct the experiments 
on a larger scale. 
So far as he has proceeded with 
this work, so successfully has his 
theory of underground wireless tel 
egraph worked out that recenUy he 
announced he had no doubt of his 
ability to send an underground mess­ 
age to Europe and that the experi­ 
ment will shortly be made, despite 
the fact th at It is estimated it will 
cost $22,000. 
To accomplish this, be says, a shaft 
3,000 feet deep must be sunk in this 
country, and one of sim ilar depth ir 
Europe. Each of these will have to be 
concreted to render it imnervious to 
dampness, which would destroy the 
efficiency of the wires with which the 
sending and receiving apparatus will 
be connected with the surface. 
A 
great deal of power will also be re­ 
quired. 
The shafts at Wilkes-Barre and 
Scranton are 300 feet deep and the 
distance is eighteen miles. The shaft

A municipal officer Is sent to 
visit the surviving parents of the chil­ 
dren once a year, and where conditions 
have improved to the point which as- 
snre8 health and comfort, the child is 
returned to fts home. The parents are 
not always anxious to regain possess­ 
ion of their children. It Is a sad com­ 
m entary on human nature that they 
exhibit more eagerness in this direc­ 
tion after the child has reached an age 
where it can earn money. 
To Makc B eitcr C itizens. 
New York gives 
more largely to 
charity than any other city and its 
methods are most severely criticised. 
Nearly $8,000,000 w as contributed last 
year, almost half of which went to In­ 
stitutions for the d -^'h ite . 
It 
has 
been universally agreed, however, that 
the best means for earing for the w aifs 
of great cities Is by providing them 
with homes in country families. The 
precaution of first making sure that 
the child's parents or relatives wlH 
never be able or willing to care for it 
Is urged. 
When this point has been 
established and a family can be found 
willing to accept a foundling, the child 
may be adopted 
outright 
But 
If 
there Is uncertainty on this point, or 
for any reason the family Is nnwilllng 
to definitely adopt a child, he may be 
sent out with the understanding that 
he la to receive wages for such work 
as he may be fitted to do, but be treat­ 
ed as one of the family.

necessaries of life to provide some 
slight medical aid and a small measure 
of comfort for the invalid, so th at by 
the tim e the end comes the whole fam ­ 
ily is frequently half starved as well 
as wholly impoverished, and to make 
m atters worse the survivors are apt to 
spend the last cent on the funeral. 


Vice and crime are yet more discour­ 
aging sources of distress.

In­ 
temperance is the most common form 
of vice and brings countless evils In 
ts train. Sooner or later the “Gerry” 
agent comes down on the miserable 
Feme. 
The parents are sent to peni­ 
tentiary or workhouse, or are simply 
put under bonds to contribute to the 
support of the children. The children 
pass through the Children’s Court to 
an asylum, and are sometimes glad to 
escape from their homes, public chari­ 
ty meaning to them w arm er clothing, 
sufficent food and comfortable bed.

Longest Climb in the World. 
Imagine making the ascent of Mount 
Wasuington by means of a staircase. 
But a feat akin to this many travellers 
in China have accomplished in going 
to the top of the holy mountain, some 
six thousand feet above Taingan-fu. 
The road leading to it is the best in all 
the kingdom. 
About a mile north of 
the city walls stands a large gate amid 
the ruins of a once flourishing suburb. 
Leading from this gate the road is 
lined 
with 
temples, 
convents 
and 
shrines, where pilgrims stop to pray if 
they are fortunate enough to rid them­ 
selves of the hordes of beggars. 
Where the real ascent begins there 
is a stone portal which is inscribed 
with the fact that here the great Con­ 
fucius halted 2,GOO years ago, not hav­ 
ing the strength to ascend the six 
thousand stone steps leading to the 
top. These Taischan stairs are by far 
the highest in the world, for, taking 
the number of steps in one story of an 
ordinary house to be twenty, the num­ 
ber of Taischan steps equals three 
hundred stories. The cooiies will carry 
a pilgrim up the stairs and back, a dis­ 
tance of twice sixteen miles, f r thirty 
cents—fifteen cents for each coolie.

At the recent meeting 01 the National 
Board of Trade in .Washington the re­ 
port adopted from the committee on 
agricultural statistics presents many 
facts of great interest to the farmers 
throughout the country and those de­ 
pendent upon them for their prosperity, 
showing the large scope of the work 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
the enormous actual benefit which its 
investigations have been to all of our 
producing areas. 
After discussing the question of the 
Department’s methods of gathering 
statistical information regarding grow­ 
ing crops, the National Board of Trade 
recommending a modification of tne 
present methods, including the cutting 
down of the great army of farmers and 
others who are called upon by the De­ 
partment for reports on conditions of 
their crops, and the reorganization of 
the Bureau of Statistics upon a basis 
of fewer but more reliable reporters, 
carrying greater individual responsibil­ 
ities, and also in the cutting down of 
the free seed appropriations and the 
substitution of a practice of distribut­ 
ing only those seeds and plants which 
will he a probable benefit to the various 
sections of tlie country as a nucleus 
about which to build up a substitution 
of more valuable crops than those now 
grown by the farmers. In response to 
a reouest, the committee received a 
statement from Secretary Wilson bear-

from 210,396 acres In 1898, to a total 
of 610,700 acres in 1904, raising the 
value of the land from between $1.00 
and $1.50 per acre to from $35.00 to 
$50.00 per acre, and the output has been 
increased from 179,919,293 pounds of 
rough rice in 1898 to 869,436,800 pounds 
in 1904. In the matter of fruits, it will 
be remembered that the Department 
introduced the Bahia orange, known 
as the Washington navel orange, which 
has 
become 
the

throughout California. More recently, 
the Department has expended in the 
neighborhood of ten thousand dollars 
in the introduction or the date p ’m 
into Arizona and California and al­ 
though sufficient time has not yet 
elapsed to enable us to state positively 
what the outcome will be, there ap­ 
pears no reason to doubt that an en­ 
tirely new industry will be built up 
in these sections as a result of the ef­ 
forts of the Department. The present 
value of date importations Is, roughly 
speaking, half a million dollars. This 
consists largely of the cheaper grades 
of dates, the finer varieties from the 
Sahara seldom coming to this country 
except in very small quantities. These 
ran undoubtedly be grown in our south­ 
west.
